CLASS “‘B” PROGRAM I 
“A LIVING ROOM” 


A living-room in a residence is to be finished in painted wood 
with tapestry panels set into the wall and a similar tapestry 
used for the upholstery of the arm chairs and sofa. 


The problem is to design one such wall panel and one chair 
back in such a way as to establish a proper decorative relation 
between these two elements of design without employing a mere 
repetition of pattern. The matter of style is left to the dis- 
cretion of the designer but the base and cornice of the room 
and the moulding surrounding the tapestry panel as well as 
the form of the chair itself should be studied with a view 
to securing harmony in style and scale between these various 
elements of the design. 


This opening problem of Class “B” of this Department is 
given with the idea of concentrating the student’s study for 
a brief period upon those elements of decorative design which 
contribute to the harmony of the various motives and objects 
which enter into the decoration and furnishing of rooms.

CLASS “A” I PROJET 
“AN EXPOSITION BUILDING” 


At the new World’s Fair to be held for Chicago, one of the 
great transoceanic steamship lines has arranged with the Fair 
to construct a pier over a lagoon, on which it will erect a build- 
ing for its own exhibition purposes. The pier will be 100 
feet wide and will extend 150 feet out from the shore. Along 
the bank is a wide promenade giving access to the pier. The 
pier approximately at the level of the promenade, will be 10 
feet above the water. 


In the building will be exhibited models, drawings and photo- 
graphs of steamships. Complete staterooms and other such 
exhibits will also be arranged to give the visitor an idea of the 
comfort and luxury of ocean travel; and maps and globes show- 
ing trade routes, and photographs and paintings of foreign 
scenes should find their place in the scheme. The whole at- 
mosphere of the exhibition should, in fact, be such as to impress 
the visitor with the delights and conveniences of travel, and 
particularly of ocean travel. 


The building may consist either of a single hall, or series of 
halls. Terraces, either open or covered, where visitors may 
lounge, should be provided to take advantage of the attractive 
location and the view over the water and the Fair grounds. 
At the end, or at one side, a landing should be provided for 
the motor boats and gondolas. 


The only other requirements are a small lounging and writing- 
room with the usual public conveniences, and one or two offices 
for those having charge of the exhibit. 


The problem gives the opportunity of making a complete 
architectural composition of great charm as the pier and the 
pavilion can be studied as a single unit.
